Green and Gold --- Class Colors 


Green, one of the colors of the solar spectrum, appearing 
between blue and yellow, is one of the most coraraon colors in 
nature; the grass and nearly ali foliage are green.

Green 
is the national color of Ireland, and in the past Lincoln green 
was worn as a mark of distinction by the Scottish Highlanders. 
Green is worn on St. Patrick's Bay, March 17. It is the sacred 
color of the Mohammedans, who carry the green flag, and the 
background of whose rugs is always green, let the desigh worked 
into the fabric be what it raay. Traditionally, green is the 
color of repentance. 

Yellow, another one of the colors of the solar spectrun, 
according to the generally accepted theory, is one of the three 
primary classes. With blue it forms green; with red it forms 
orange. As the apparent color of the sun, yellow is held sacred 
by some primitive tribes, and it is the national color of C}ina. 
Strong light increases the intensity of yellow; most colors are 
dirnmed by it. Lemon and canary are considered püre yellow. 

Green personifies the green pasture över which we have trod 
during our school life. 

Gold represents the golden opportunities that lie ahead of 
us as we leave school.

THE NOKESVILLE 4-H CLUB 

The Nokesville 4-H Club started in 1925 under the supervision of VV. L. Brovming, County 
Agent.

The Club has been well represented each year at District and State 4-H Short courees. 
Many have served as Officers of the County 4-H Club Council. An active part has been taken 
in the Community Fairs and Dairy Festlvals, with creditable exhiblts. 

’Vith the aid of Mr. Cox, our County Agent and 4-H Leader, «re have had much success in 
the past in 4-H «rork. Credit is also due to the cooperation of our members and the community. 
We are, hovvever, vvorking for a larger enrollment, greater achievements, and success in the 
future.
